MONOPOLY MEANS WAR. 


The census tables of 1870 showed 
’ that theieal workers of the country 
then produced wealth to the amount 
of about $800 for each pair of hands. 

The census tables of 1880 show that 
the average wages paid to all mechan- 
ical and mill hands was $547 per year, 
and the wages of farm workers in 1880 
were still less. Probably an average 
wage of $500 per year for all our 

workers is not far from the mark. -~ 

What becomes of the balance of the 
worker's production, amounting to 
$500 each ¢ 

Our ignorant conscienceless 
tax-spenders at Washington take some 
$500,000,000 a year; our ignorant and 
conscienceless legislators for States, 
counties, cities, “ete., take twice as 
‘much more, which they spend regard- 


less‘of the workers who make and], 


pay the taxes. Our railroad and other 
monopolists and speculators take the 
balance; and the balance seems. to 
collect in the hands of our plundering| 
barons, like the Goulds, Fields, Van- 
derbilty, Rockfelders, Mills, Spreckles, 
Huntingtons, Smiths, Tildens, etc.— 
millions upon millions, so that no man 
can now number tiem. These for- 
tunes must devour the land. There 
are now perhaps twenty fortunes in the 
United States which count $100,000,- 
000 each. 

Accumulating at three per cent, 
each of these at the end of one hun- 
dred years must swell to $2,000,000,- 
000. And as the whole wealth (esti- 
mated) of the United States is now 
only some $50,000,000,000, it ig plain 
one hundred years hence we may see 
twenty-five men owning all the property 
of every kind existing in this bounte- 
ous land. Do our readers know that 
monopoly means war ’—| Justice. 


It-is difficult to tell whether that 
should be tréated seriously or as a 
joke. It is a serious matter that so 
much of the wealth of the country 
is being accumulated into so few 
hands, but a clear demonstration like 
the above, that in one hundred years 
the whole wealth of the country will be 
absorbed by twenty-five men, is 
‘simply ridiculous... The fact, if it 
is a fact, that as the rich grow richer 
the poor grow poorer, is to be de- 
plored, but where is the remedy? The 
rich cannot be persuaded into dividing 
with the poor, and according to our 
present system the law is as much 
bound to protect the rich man in the 
possession of his wealth, if lawfully 
acquired, as it is to protect the poor 
man in his efforts to provide for his 
own personal wants. The piling up of 
immense wealth simply for the sake of 
having it, is not a thing to be com- 
mended, but there is nothing disrepu- 
table in honestly acquiring wealth. 
The fact is just here, that the man 
who has acquired a hundred millions 
of dollars, or even one million in a 
single lifetime, has probably not ac 
quired it all by ways. that are strictly 
right and just. And here the law 
should come in. As it protects the 
weak man physically from the attacks 
of the strong, so it should protect the 
financially weaker ones from being 
_ robbed or taken undue advantage of 
by those who have the faculty of 
money-making and money - keeping 
over-developed. Those who, by lack 
of industry and application, by im- 
providence or notous living, keep 
themselves and those dependent upon 
them ina state of poverty and want, 
must be left out of the count, unless 
they can be taught better ways. But 
let each for himself bear in mind that 
this is a world of plenty. There -is 
enough to supply all‘ our needs and 
make us comfortable, but it will not 
come to us without exertion, and it 
will not stav with us without economy.

Overtaxing the Brain. 
Tm a recent lecture on “Brain 
Health,” at Edinburgh, Dr. J. Batty 
-Tuke said that, as a matter of fact, it 
was not an easy thing to overtask the 
energies of the brain by work. It was 
not work, but worry, that killed the 
brain. But break down from over- 
strain did occasionally take place, and 
the first really important symptom 
was sleeplessness; when that set in 
there was cause for alarm. Loss of 
sleep was brought about thus: When 


the brain was being actively exercised, 


there was an increase of blood in its 
vessels—this was spoken of as “func- 
tional hyperemia.” If they contin- 
ued the exercise of the brain powers 
too long, there was a tendency for the 
blood to remain in too great quantity 
from the cells becoming exhausted and 
not being able to control the vessels. 
In sleep the amount of blood was di- 
miuished, and sleep could not be pro- 
cured if this functional hyperomia 
-persisted. In the absence of sleep the 
cells could not recover themselves, and 
‘their activity became impaired. Head- 
ache, loss of appetite and general list- 
lessness followed. As soon as a child 
or young person developed continuous 
headache, work should be discontin- 
ued at once. 


The New Postal Orders. 

A little postal bill passed both 
Houses of Congress in the closing 
hours. modifying the postal money- 
order system so as to authorize post- 
masters of money-order offices, under 
authority of the Postmaster General, to 
issue postal notes in denominations of 
$5 and under. This is an important 
bill, and will greatly facilitate the 
transmission of small sums through 
the mails: It authorises the issue of 
money-orders without corresponding 
advices of $5 and less, to be on en- 


graved paper, and known as 
postal. notes, payable to bearer, 
such notes to be invalid after 


three months, but the holder can, after 
that time, get the par value of the 
note by applying to the Postoffice De- 
partment at Washington. For issuing 
a postal note a fee ot three cents shall 
be charged. This bill authorizes the 
issue of money orders in denomina- 
tions of $100 or less, but none for ‘more 
than $100 can be issued. The follow- 
ing fees are fixed to be charged for 
For orders not exceed- 


cénis , $15 to $30, 15 cents; $30 to $40, 
20 cents; $40 to $50, 25 cents; $50 to 
$60, 30 cents: $60 to $70, 35 cents: 
$70 to $80, 40 cents; $80 to $100, 45 
cents. 


Ostricn Breeding. 

The question whether ostriches will 
breed in this State seems settled by 
what has occurred at Woodward's 
Gardens within the last few days. 
One ot the female birds at that resort 
has commenced laying eggs and bids 
fair to continuein the work for some 
time. The first wes laid on Tuesday 
and the second yesterday. One of 
them weighs 5} pounds, is 4} inches 
in lateral diameter and 7 inches in 
fongitudinal diameter. The ostrich 
lays every alternate day until she has 
ninety eggs collected. Those gt 
Woodward's Gardens are now on exhi- 
bition, as well as the baby camel, born 
01 February 24th. 

Those who have examined into os- 
trich farming are “so confident of its 
success thai a corporation has been 
formed tor that purpose, with a capi- 
tal stock of $30,000, all of it taken, 
called the California Ostrich Farming 
Company. A tract of 640 acres has 
also been secured .on the old Abel 
Stearns ranch, near Anaheim, in Los 
Angeles county, which will be under 
the superintendence ot Dr. C. J. 
Sketchley, formerly of Cape Town 
and an experienced ostrich farmer.

the use of which is to sustain the 
strength, diminish. excessive appetite, 
check thirst and aid digestion. Like 
the leaf of the cocoa of South Amer- 
ica, the kolo nut enables thuse who 
eat it to perform long journeys with- 
out fatigue. The natives prefer their 
favorite nut to coffee, and when they 
travel to foreign countries they take 
the nuts with them. se 


Bad tor the Bugs. 

The Haywards Journal says: Cray- 
ton Winton has been spraying his fruit 
trees with whaleoil soap and sulphur 
mixed, and heated to a high pitch. 
lie finds that when this hot prepara- 
tion strikes the scale bug or Wooly 
Aphis, it takes the kink out of them, 
and kills them quicser than other pre- 
parations. Mr. Winton is of the opin- 
ion that the tree is benefited by this 
solution. J. H. Strobridge has de- 
eided to this mixture, and will 
begin spraying his trees in a week or 
twa,
